Makenp of the Owntfifs,

Frelght trains were divided foto two
Classes, “bull” outfits and “'mule™ outfits
Horses were catalogued with the latier
In the early dess of the tralle the *“bull”
outfits it all to themselves Light
travelsrs Had horses. but they did not dare
wander far from the maln body on account
of the ever-present marauding . Indian,
Their days were spant in hunting and fsh-
ing and exploration of the country within
& llmited range on elther side of the main
traveled route. As the population of the
west Increamed the demand for better traf-
fiec accommodations brought the “mule”
outfits into service, and these with* the
stage coach reduced the time gonsumed in
the journey. The government did it ahare
by establishing posts for 'the army at
convenlent distunces along the tralls and
furnishing armed escorts for wagen Lraina
and wstage coaches at times especially
perilous,

A "bull” outfit might consiat of mny-
where from one to B doEen teams*of oxer,
each of from ten to fourteen *“‘yoke,” while
a "mule’” outfit woulds have the same
number of teams of from six to ten “span”
of mules, It is recalled that now and then
some unusually ambitious driver had as
many as fAftean “span’ In his team. This
number was unwleldy, though, for the ex-
tra trouble In driving and caring for them
wae not egmpensated for by the added lond
